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(57) Abstract: A simply formed and 
inexpensive coin sorting device capable 
of switching the stored number of coins 
and returning the coins thereto without 
using a return button. The body (2) 
of the coin sorting device (1) is so 
formed that a coin inlet (35) is formed 
at the upper part and a coin outlet (36) 
is formed at the lower part, a rotating 
body (90) operated by a handle (250) 
is rotatably installed therein, a storage 
part (135) capable of stackingly storing 
the coins (C) thrown in from the coin 
inlet (35) is formed in the rotating body 
(90), and a switching member (150) 
switching the stored number of coins in 
the coin storage part (135) is rotatably 
installed therein. A partition member 
(175) partitioning the coin storage part 
(135) from a coin passage (143) is 
installed in the coin storage part (135). 
When the rotating body (90) is rotated 
in one direction, the partition member 
(175) stops the falling of the coins 
(C) in the coin storage part (135) into 
the coin passage (143), and when it 
is rotated in the other direction, allows 
the coins (C) to be discharged from the 
coin outlet (36). 
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
